Dear Sir, 


I have a very peculiar “Coin” bearing date 1787, and as yet I have been unable to learn 
any thing definitely about it from the History of Coins. Yet it is easily to be seen that it is an 
“American” coin, from the devises that are on it. 


It is made of “Copper”. On one side is a “Chain” composed of 13 links, which is thrown 
around the outer margin in a circle. In the center of this circle is “United States” stamped in a 
circle, and within this circle is “We are one”. One the other side and in the center of the coin 
there is some kind of a “Wreath” at the top of which is the “Rising Sun”. Immediately under the 
wreath is “Mind Your Business”. To the left of the wreath is the Latin word “Fugio”, and 
directly opposite this and on the right is the date “1787”. Inclosed you will find an imprint of 
each side of the “Coin”, which will enable you to more readily understand my description. It is a 
fine specimen of a coin and doubtless is valuable as a relict. Supposing you could give me 
information to it, both as regards History and Value if any it has “‘as a relict” I have taken the 
liberty to address you. Hoping to hear from you at your convenience I inclose stamp and remain.
